GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 12 
(AP)—A tornado spawned by a 
tropical hurricane hit Galveston 
before dawn today. Six bodies 
were recovered from collapsed 
homes. More than 60 persons 
were injured. 

Authorities feared the toll may 
grow higher when the rubble is 
cleared. An estimated 100 wood- 
en homes were crushed in a 
two-block by six-block area 

Tides three feet deep covered 
the tornado area, hampering res- 
cuers. 

The hurricane, alphabetically 
named Carla because it. was the 
third storm of the sason, touched 
land yesterday with blasts reach- 
ing 173 miles an hour at one 
point. 

This afternoon it was centered 
220 miles inland between Austin 
and Waco and headed for south- 
ern Oklahoma. The Weather Bu- 
reau called it a ‘decaying storm”’ 
with gale winds of 55 miles an 
hour extending 200 miles to the 
north and east.

BERLIN, Sept. 12 (UPI)—The 
Western Allies defied today a 
Soviet warning against “‘provoca- 
tions’”’ and continued sending 
military patrols to the East-West 
Berlin border barricaded by the 
Communists. 

The action represented a Wesf- 
ern rejection of what amounted 
to a Russian demand that the 
patrols be withdrawn. 


The reason for such patrols 
was made clear again last night 
when Communist police in East 
Berlin tossed tear gas and smoke 
bombs into West Berlin to dis- 
perse a group of Germans evacu- 
ating a summer cottage in the 
American sector of the divided 
city 

It was to prevent and combat 
violations of Western territory 
that Allied soldiers were assigned 
to border patrols after the Reds 
sealed the border with a con- 
crete wall and barbed wire 
Aug. 13 

Extensions Considered. 

The West German government 
announced today it may extend 
for another three months the 
terms of service of 36,000 men 
due for discharge from the 
army. 

The Defense Ministry in Bonn 
said 6000 long-term volunteers 
due for release between Sept. 30 
and Dec. 31 would be held over 
for three months because of the

At the same time, the Defense 
Ministry 30,000 one-year

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (UPT) 
—Russia today set off a nuclear 
blast in the Arctic equal to sev- 
eral mililons tons of TNT. It was 
the seventh atomic explosion in 
the current series. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced that the explo- 
sion was detonated in the vicinity 
of Noyaya Zemlya, where Russia 
set off another “several mega- 
ton” blast Sunday, 

These were by far the two 
largest detonations since the 
Soviet Union resumed nuclear 
tests Sept. |. The AEC declined 
to say whether today's explosion 
was larger or smaller than 
Sundays. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (UPI)

later today. 

These Senators had been. talk- 
ing to prevent extension of the 
popular program of aid to feder- 
ally crowded schools for more 
than one year. 

Success for their efforts would 
mean that the Senate would ap- 
prove a one-year extension of the 
aid grants for those so-called 
impacted areas—plus a one-year 
extension of the National De- 
fense Education Act. 

Full Review Assured. 

In his letter, Mr. Kennedy 
said both bills are urgently 
needed. But he said a one-year 
extension would afford the best 
assurance that both will be fully 
reviewed next year along with 
other school legislation. 
Mansfield previously discussed 
the issue with reporters following 
Mr. Kennedy’s weekly White 
House meeting with the legis- 
lative leaders. Senator Wayne 
Morse (Dem.), Oregon, was a 
leader in the extended Senate 
discussion.

Eisenhower Denies He Had Part 
In Plan for Invasion of Cuba %YC4£48 PROTEST

GETTYSBURG, Pa., Sept. 12— 
Former President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower said yesterday no 
plans for an invasion of Cuba 
were made before he left office. 
He said he agreed as early as 
March 1960 to help train some 
of the Cuban refugees then in 
this country, but he said that it 
would have been impossible to 
go beyond this because of the 
lack of any cohesive leadership 
among the Cuban exiles. | 
“But,” he said, “there was | 
absolutely no planning for an 
invasion in my Administration.” 
This disclaimer is in sharp 
contrast to what officials of 
the Eisenhower and Kennedy 
Administrations have said pri- 
vately about the invasion last 
April, when Cuban refugees 
failed to hold a beachhead. It 
has been taken as fact that an 
invasion by American-trained 
Cuban guerrillas was projected 
as early as last November, but 
was held up on White House 
orders because of the impending 
change in administrations. 


A well-informed source close 
to the White House commented 
after Eisenhower's statement: 

“I’m sorry to say the general 
is in error. I not only know | 
there were plans for an invasion 
while he was in office, there 
are documents to prove it.” 

Eisenhower’s comments on the 
Cuban incident came at the con- | 
clusion of a day of political | 
fraternization with 38 freshman 
Republican members of the 
House of Representativecs. They 
journeyed to Gettysburg in char- 
tered busses this morning for 
a tour of the famous Civil War 
battlefield. Eisenhower served 
as their guide. 

The Representatives made a 
brief visit to the Eisenhower 
farm, and the former President | 
was their host at luncheon.

It was in response to one of 
these questions that his com- 
ments on the Cuban invasion 
were made.

PARIS, Sept. 12 — A French 
general charged with having 
been the ringleader of a nation- 
wide plot to overthrow President 
De Gaulle in conjunction with 
the April army mutiny = in 
Algiers refused yesterday to re- 
cognize the special court trying 
him or to defend his actions. 


Brig. Gen. Jacques Faure, a 
veteran political enemy of De 
Gaulle and a fanatical backer 
of French rule over Algeria, ap-' 
peared before the special five-| 
man tribunal created by the De 
Gaulle regime to try the plotters. | 
The court ‘is composed of two 
civilian judges and three army 
colonels—although the empower- 
ing decree specifically calls for 
“three senior general officers.” 


“It is a fundamental principle | 
of command and discipline,”’ said 
Faure, “that neither I nor you 
military judges can account tor 
our actions except to our mili- 
tary superiors or at least to our 
equals.”’ 

Previous Trial. 

In May a similar special tri- 
bunal tried the arrested Algiers 
rebels and handed out varying 
sentences, including one of 15 
years to the chief of the Algiers 
mutiny, former Gen. Maurice 
Challe. The trial that opened 
yesterday will judge the ‘‘met- 
ropolitan wing” of the far-reach- 
ing movement and is expected 
to terminate the affair. 

There was speculation that 
Faure’s refusal to defend him- 
self before this court and his 
plea that he be tried separately 
by a court of three generals was 
aimed at obtaining the backing 
of the still powerful French of- 
ficer class. 

Faure argued that the army is 
disengaging from and abandon- 
ing Algeria, ‘‘on orders.’ The 


implication was that if tradition 
and discipline were shelved at 
his trial, the army’s resentment 
might undermine discipline in 
Algeria. 

After the reading of letters 
from Marshal Alphonse Juin and 
Gen. Maximilien Weygand., 
France’s two highest ranking re- 
tired military figures, both of 
whom declined to appear before 
the tribunal as witnesses in view 
of its composition, the court re- 
tired for a half hour to weigh 
its own legitimacy. It returned 
and announced its’ rejection of 
Faure’s plea. Faure then stood 
at attention, bowed slightly to- 
ward Maitre Jean-Marie Robert. 
presiding judge, and announced 
that he would neither respond 
to questions nor defend himself. 

“It is your right,” said Rob- 
ert, “but it is likely to become 
a monologue if you will not 
answer.’”’ 

Defendants’ Smiles Fade. 

As the trial opened, the 22 de- 
fendants—seven military and 15 
civilians—filed in, smiling and 
confident. However, as the judge 
began his preliminary interroga- 
tion of defendants, citing _ in- 
criminating documents seized 
from parked cars, evidence from 
interrogations and even from 
wire taps, the defendants’ smiles 
faded and the shoulders of sev- 
eral began to sag. 

Two key army figures in the 
plot—former Col. Yves Godard, 
former security chief in Algeria, 
and Capt. Rene Sergent — were 
mentioned repeatedly although 
both are in flight. Godard was 
sentenced to death in absentia 
for his leading role in the mu- 
tiny. 

Police sat with the defendants, 
indicating the government’s in- 
tention to bar any use of the 
trial for political demonstra- 
tions.

RAILROAD TAX 
RELIEF URGED 
BY ROCKEFELLER 


Governor Proposes Al- 
so a Federal Agency 
for Policy on Trans- 
portation. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
—Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York urged yesterday a 
concerted and co-ordinated ap- 


proach to solving the country's 
railroad crisis. 


“There is no doubt that we 
are in a railroad crisis of major 
proportions,”’ he said.

He recommended also repeal 
of the present 10 per cent fed- 
eral tax on passenger fares. If 
the railroads could keep the tax, 
he said, it would mean $200,000.- 
000 a year for them. 

Rockefeller appeared before 
an Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission hearing examiner to 
propose a prompt three-way con- 
solidation of the New York Cen- 
tral, Chesapeake & Ohio and 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroads. 

He headed a group of 12 state 
and city officials from New 
York, including seven mayors, 
who support the New York 
Central’s position in its struggie 
with the C. & O. for control of 
the financially troubled B. & O. 

After the Rockefeller testi- 
mony, the presidents of the 
C. & O. and the B. & O. issued 
a Statement opposing inclusion 
of Central in a_ three-way 
merger. 

It is impossible because of 
Central’s huge debt and losses, 
said Walter J. Tuohy of the 
C. & O. and Jervis Langdon 
Jr. of the B. & O. Adding Cen-

In addition to housing delin- 
quent and truant boys, the ranch 
is open during the summer 
months to underprivileged chil- 
dren, the Rev. Mr. Beeny said. 
This summer, he said, 1320 boys 
and girls had free one-week stays 
there. 


Financed by Broadcasts. 

The operation of the institution 
is financed by Rev. Mr. Beeny’s 
radio broadcasts. 

He said new buildings valued 
at $68,000 have been constructed 
on the property since he took it 

over. Included are a dormitory 
for 30 boys, a school building, a 
dining hall with a seating ca- 
pacity of 150, four one-room 
bunkhouses for staff members 
and the Rev. Mr. Beeny’s seven- 
room house.

CIVIL DEFENSE FUNDS 
ARE ALLOTTED 10 STATES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP) 
~The Pentagon allotted $12,000,- 
000 vesterday to the states for 
personnel and administrative 
costs in their civil defense pro- 
grams. 

This was the first such action 
by the Defense Department 
since it assumed control of civil 
defense from the Office of Civil 
Defense and Mobilization.

This speech, even 
sterner than Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk’s subsequent message 
on the same theme, contained 
the passage. already widely 
quoted: 

“The Communists should un- 
derstand that, though democ- 
racies have great patience and 
forebearance, there comes a 
point where one more straw will 
break the camel's back of that 
forebearance. Any interference 
with our essential rights in Ber- 
lin must be viewed by us as the 
straw that breaks the camel's 
back.” 


THOSE LINES should be read 
in the somber context given 
above. But more should also be 
read. For instance, Nitze’s state- 
ment that Berlin is “‘merely a 
proving ground” for “a much 
broader Communist objective.” 
This objective was then defined 
as “imposing on the United 
States, by the application of 
threats of force and terror tac- 
tics, a psychological defeat (that

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A Job, a Home, a Vote 


Missouri for some years has been watching 
the struggle of Southern states concerning 
equal rights, but how is Missouri doing? The 
answer, from the federal Civil Rights Com- 
mission, is that Missouri has no grounds for 
complacency. 

In its survey of racial discrimination in the 
50 states, the federal commission relied heav- 
ily on the findings of the state’s own Commis- 
sion on Human Rights. In 1960 the state 
agency found a general pattern of discrimina- 
tion affecting employment, public accommo- 
dations, housing, recreation, law enforcement 
and even schools. That is what the federal 
commission finds now. Thus the finding 
should not be news to Missourians. 

School integration is, perhaps, one source 
for Missouri's pride in community relations 
accomplishment. But before this state can 
look thoroughly askance at difficulties farther 
South, it ought to reflect on two Missouri 
problems. One is that Pemiscot and New 
Madrid counties so far have made no effort 
to integrate schools and show no intention 
of doing so. The other is that while most 
other Missouri areas are integrated, in prin- 
ciple, the large majority of Negro children 
are still attending segregated schools in fact.

Segregation in the schools is to a large ex- 
tent the product of segregation in housing. 
Restrictions on both rentals and sales apply to 
Jews as well as Negroes in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City, the commission reports. But for 
Negroes particularly the ghetto is not gone 
from this land or this city. 

In public accommodations, the record is 
much better, at least in the larger cities. Un- 
fortunately, the recent Missouri Legislature 
narrowly failed to pass a bill to bar discrimi- 
nation in hotels, motels, restaurants and en- 
tertainment facilities. What had been done 
has been done on a local level. And this 
means that there are no accommodations at 
all for Negroes in most of the state. 

Employment is the final measurement of 
the way in which Missourians do or do not 
enjov equal rights. For a man without work, 
discrimination in other fields may seem of 
lesser importance. Here Missouri is begin- 
ning to do something, and it needs to. The 
Legislature enacted a fair employment prac- 
tices act whose impact is yet to be felt. 
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Big private employers in St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City have provided many job opportuni- 
ties for Negroes: the state government itself 
has fallen behind city and county governments 
in this respect, and so have some labor unions. 
There are no Negro apprentices in several 
building trades programs in St. Louis. De- 
spite the efforts of the city government and 
large employers, the rate of Negro unemploy- 
ment is about two and a half times the gen- 
erol rate of joblessness. 

There is, of course, one field in which Mis- 
souri need not complain about itself, and that 
is the essential political field of voting. There 
is no doubt that Missouri is ahead of the 
Southern states in some basic civil rights, 
though it lags behind most Northern states in 
acceptance of equal opportunities for decent 
living and working. 

By showing Missouri and the other 49 states 
how they stand, relative to one another, the 
United States Civil Rights Commission . has 
performed another service that entitles it to 
continued existence. The fate of a bill ex- 
tending the commission’s life is now up to a 
Senate-House conference committee. The fate 
of unecual rights and privileges in Missouri 
is up to the determination of the people of

After Paar 


We learn with foreboding that, hard on the 
trail of Jack Paar, his alleged arch-rival Ed 
Sullivan is heading for Berlin. Of course we 
might have known it. What NBC can do, CBS 
d2res not confess it can’t do. But does this 
mean that the Army, having obligingly moved 
some extra troops up against the East Berlin 
barrier for Jack Paar, will in duty be bound to 
do the same for Ed Sullivan? We trust that 
the official reprimends and the unfavorable 
public reaction to that little bit of stagecraft 
will warn all concerned that making a variety 
show out of West Berlin does not go down too 
well. If the TV entertainers do not have the 
judement to see that, then somebody in high 
place should tell them. 


The Man for Foreign Aid 

If President Kennedy goes through with a 
reported plan to nominate George D. Woods, 
boerd chairman of the First Boston Corp. of 
New York, as head of the reconstituted 
Agency for International Development, the 
Senate will want to take a careful look at Mr. 
Woods’s views. The question that needs an- 
swering is whether Mr. Woods’s background 
and philosophy fit him for the post. 

Mr. Woods was an important figure in the 
Dixon-Yates scheme to cripple the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. He took one of his vice 
presidents, Adolphe H. Wenzell, to Washing- 
ton in 1953. to work on plans for converting 
TVA power facilities to private ownership and 
operation. Mr. Wenzell became a Budget 
Bureau consultant in the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, at the same time retaining his post 
with First Boston. The Supreme Court held 
this was a conflict of interest which invali- 
dated the Dixon-Yates contract. 

It is not Mr. Woods’s connection with Dixon- 
Yates as such that raises the question about 
h'm. What the Senators need to know is 
whether the bias hé then showed against pub- 
lic enterprises like TVA would carry over 
into his administration of foreign aid. 

Foreign aid grants and loans are not made 
for the purpose of promoting free enterprise 
—or government enterprise, either, for that 
matter. Their purpose is to help an. under- 
developed country achieve economic stability 
and progress. In many cases this must be 
done through the government of a country, 
not through private business, because ‘the 
government is the only agency competent to 
handle big projécts. Aid goes to governments 
of all types, including socialistic ones. 

Would Mr. Woods be sympathetic toward 
this type of oneration? And is he the best 
man who could be obtained for the post? 
Henry R. Labouisse, director of the Interna- 
tion?! Co-oneration Administration, which will 
be absorbed by: AID, is highly regarded. 

It is implied that Mr. Labouisse is too 
“liberal,” that: selection of a conservative 
business man js desirable to emph>size the 
bi-partisan nature of foreign aid. The over 
riding criterion should be the ability to do 
the job. If Mr. Woeds cannot do it with real 
enthusiasm, he should not be given the as- 
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signment merely as a sop to foreign-aid crit- 
ics. The job should go to Mr. Labouisse or 
someone who believes in it implicitly and will 
administer it vigorously. 


Bigger and Better Booms 

Judging by our experience, nearly every- 
body in St. Louis and environs is talking about 
sonic booms, and nearly everybody is irri- 
tated by them. The irritation is understand- 
able. But since the Air Force must be ready 
to fight supersonically, it must train super- 
sonically. Can St. Louisans really justify a 
position that the training should take place 
anywhere except over St. Louts? 

The sonic booms, which have been heard 
off and on all summer, are bursts of shock 
waves that surge from the nose.and tail of 
a plane flying faster than the speed of sound. 
As more supersonic planes take to the air, 
the number of booms is going to increase 
and as the weather turns colder, the intensity 
of the artificial thunder claps will increase. 

St. Louis is not alone among cities and 
other areas designated as radar targets for 
simulated supersonic bomb runs. Minneapolis, 
Atlanta, Matagorda Island, Texas, and Laurel, 
Miss., are among the targets which the Air 
Force finds useful for its purpose. St. Louis 
has outstanding terrain features such as the 
confluence of the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, and resembles a target area in Soviet 
Russia. 

The use of these radar targets is a far 
more serious business than was the stunting 
and diving of fighter planes which first intro- 
duced the sonic boom. The boom from a 
supersonic plane can exert a pressure 10 
times as great as that of a thunderclap or 
about five pounds on each square foot of 
earth immediately below. In decibels, this 
would be several times as much noise as 
emanates from a first-class boiler factory. 

It is lamentable that babies will continue 
to be awakened rudely, cats to cower,- dishes 
to rattle, windows to shake, nervous persons 
to start and the uninitiated to telephone police 
headquarters. But so long as the necessity for 
Air Force. training exists, St. Louisans cannot 
very well claim a special exemption from its 
unpleasant effects. 


Dominican Inspection 

Another inter-American commission is about 
to inspect the Dominican Republic and its 
progress toward democracy. If the inspection 
produces grounds for hope, the Organization 
of American States ought to consider lifting 
the economic and political sanctions against 
the country. 

These sanctions were voted against Dictator 
Trujillo a year ago, and the Dictator has been 
dead for more than three months. President 
Balaguer’s government meanwhile has sched- 
uled elections for next May and has permitted 
exiled politicians to return. The amount of 
freedom now existing is a matter for careful 
judgment by the O.A.S. group, but the effect 
of continued sanctions should be a matter for 
hemispheric concern. 

Washington is worried about possible left- 
ist tendencies in the republic, but has more 
reason historically to worry about the possi- 
bility of a rightist military coup d’etat to “re- 
store order.” Sanctions can only harass the 
existing government if it is trying to thread 
its way between extremes. And if it is, the 
0.A.S. inspection team ought to propose at 
least a gradual end to sanctions. 


Bi-State Should Get Moving 


Nobody will ever suspect the directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce of Metropolitan 
St. Louis of socialistic tendencies. We are 
Sure it was not crypto-leftism on their part 
but a commendable capacity for looking facts 
in the face which led them to support opera- 
tion of a unified publicly owned transit system 
by the Bi-State Development Agency. 

The Chamber directors, who had previously 
advocated the Public Service Company’s pro- 
posal for private merger of the transit lines 
in exchange for tax forgiveness, have now de- 
cided that the City of St. Louis and other tax- 
ing bodies will not relinquish tax revenue so 
long as transit remains under private owner- 
ship. This is undoubtedly a correct estimate, 
and the directors might have added that there 
are good reasons against tax forgiveness as a 
solution. Forgiveness for one public utility and 
not for others is difficult to justify. And the 
fairness of asking taxpayers to give up their 
transit revenue while stockholders continue 
getting theirs is questionable. 

In the circumstances, we agree with the 
Chamber that Bi-State operation of a unified 
metropolitan transit system is the best solu- 
tion. We have believed so for a long time—at 
first in splendid isolation, and lately in dis- 
tinguished company. This is not because of any 
doctrinaire preference for public. ownership 
as such, but because we have long been con- 
vinced that because of special circumstances, 
chiefly the private automobile, public transit 
just cannot operate successfully on the old 
basis. Yet public transit is a vital community 
service, and becomes more vital each week as 
traffic congestion mounts. Bi-State ought to 
get moving without further delay. 


The Taste of Orchid 

Vanilla is a vital ingredient not only of ice 
cream and milk shakes but also of economics 
and politics, at least for the Malagasy Repub- 
lic, a former French colony on the island of 
Madagascar in the Indian Ocean off the east 
coast of Africa. Malagasy produces half the 
world’s vanilla and sells most of it to the 
United States. But though vanilla is one of 
the most popular flavors in this country, the 
Malagasy have fallen to producing it faster 
than Americans wish to eat it, with the result 
that they have vanilla somewhat as we have 
wheat. 

Prices for the delicious bean, a member of 
the orchid family, have dropped by more than 
half and the Government expects to have 
some 200 tons of it on hand under a price- 
support program—subject to storage for no 
longer than a couple of years without spoil- 
age. The Communist-oriented opposition ex- 
pects to make the most of this embarrassing 
situation against the pro-Western Government 
in power. 

So if one wants to look at it that way, a 
faintly ideological tinge has been taken on 
by the ice cream cone and the milk shake. 
The more Americans choose the orchidaceous. 
as their flavor, the lower will the stoekpile 
of beans in Malagasy sink, and the higher will 
rise the prestige of the pro-Western ‘Govern- 
ment. And as opposed to the méthods of the 
John Birch Society and some others for fight- 
ing Communism, very frankly we'll take

Periodic Hysteria Over Highway Deaths Challenged by an Editor

A common trait of most people is a 
low threshold for unqhtestioning ac- 
ceptance of uninterpreted dr misinter- 
preted statistics. It is rare indeed that 
a quoted or printed figure relating to 
some phenomenon of human existence, 
no matter how absurd it may be, is 
ever challenged. 

The almost invariable reaction to 
an outstanding statistic is a round- 

eyed “Chee, how 
about that!’ and

This very human characteristic is 
the real villain in what I regard as 
the basic deception involved in the 
periodic news service paroxysm com- 
monly called the Holiday Death Toll. 

What undoubtedly began as a bright 
propaganda stunt to call attention to 
the continuing and tragic toll of life 
and limb in the Automobile Age has 
become a_ statistical Frankenstein 
whose victim is truth in reporting. 

Thus in the popular‘mind every death 
on the streets and highways during the 
hours arbitrarily fixed as the so-called 
Holiday Period is due to the holiday 
itself and we have created a com- 
pletely artificial and misleading situ- 
ation which we dramatize in sensa- 
tional headlines. I doubt that it ever 
occurs to one in 10,000 readers to cor- 
relate these holiday death stories with 
the normal traffic toll which grinds 
on relentlessly throughout the years 
or to realize that, holiday or no, the 
same death toll would occur, to a 
greater or lesser degree, in the ordi- 
nary passage of time. 

I realized when I challenged this 
ritual as I did in the May issue of The 
Bulletin that it probably was a hopeless

and quixotic undertaking akin to advo- 
cating the abolition of Santa Claus or 
Mother’s Day. 

And certainly the vials of wrath have 
been emptied on my bowed head for 
this heretical doctrine and I gather 
that a special hell has been reserved 
for me by the National Safety Council. 

However, with all the returns in and 
counted I still maintain that as propa- 
ganda this stuff is highly dubious and 
as news it is as phony as a 98 cent 
diamond ring. 

In his irritable reaction, the spokes- 
man for the National Safety Council 
was quoted in Editor & Publisher as 
saying that holiday traffic death tolls 
are consistently 25 per cent higher 
than non-holiday tolls. 

Note the word ‘“‘consistently.” This 
emphasizes exactly the point I have been 
making. The so-called holiday death 
toll is as predictable as the statistics 
in an actuarial mortality table. There 
are more cars on the highways at that 
time hence the chances for accidents 
are that much greater. It would be 
strange if this were not the case. 

Yet six times a year the news serv- 
ices work themselves up to a frenzy of 
sensationalism over a situation that is 
almost as norma! and predictable as 
the coming of the holiday itself. 

Lest there be any misundertanding 
of my own position in the matter, I 


Lesson Learned From the Arkansas Gazette 


Atlanta’s orderly desegregation of 
four high schools offers testimony that 
the anguish and injury Little Rock suf- 
fered in its school crisis were not en- 
tirely in vain. 

It must be fair to say that the At- 
lanta desegregation, in the heart of 
the Deep South, came off peacefully 
at least partly because Atlanta’s city 
government and Georgia’s governor 
were impressed by Little Rock’s ex- 
perience and took advantage of its 
lesson. 

In Atlanta, 1961, there was no med- 
dling, ambitious governor to help cre- 
ate mob spirit and to call out the Na- 
tional Guard in support of the mob’s 


purposes. Rather, Governor Ernest 
Vandiver kept a hands-off policy which 
was well suited to circumstances in 
which the city government was in 
complete control. 

So it was that a prepared and deter- 
mined city government used its police 
force to make sure that trouble never 
started, 

A handful of disorderly demonstra- 
tors (including one Nazi) were jailed 
at the outset. Police kept people mov- 
ing in the school areas and never per- 
mitted crowds to form. In this fash- 
ion Atlanta even improved upon the 
performance of Little Rock authorities 
in 1959 when high schools reopened

8 ‘400, 000 People 
~ Without Addresses 


TOKYO, Sept. 12. 
THE LIVELIEST HAZARD of each Tokyo day is the taxi 
trip from one place to another. 
There are no street names and no street numbers in this 
eity of 8,400,000 people without addresses. 

You can carry a map 
with landmarks—bridges, 
railroad stations and de- 
partment stores. If the 
map is in English, the taxi 
driver can’t read it. If it's 
in Japanese, you can't 
read it. 

“Pan American offizu, 
Nikkatsu no kinjo.”’ 

This gets the taxi roll- 
ing. “Near the Nikkatsu 
Hotel” (a landmark). 

Pan American Airways 
is harder to explain. Go 
into sign language by wav- 

ing your arms like a flying airplane and you find yourself 
on the way to Tachikawa Air Force Base. 

There is an interesting movement to name Tokyo's streets 
before the 1964 Olympics. 

‘But it would take at least 15 years and millions of yen,” 
a Japanese told me. ‘‘All the real estate records would have 
to be changed for one thing.”’ 


The Occupation did name some streets. The main 
shopping street in the Ginza district became Ginza. 
There is a “Fifth avenue” and a “Tenth avenue” with 
a few fading street corner signs. 

The Japanese pay these absolutely no attention. 

I have asked English-speaking taxi drivers: 
“Tenth avenue, ne?” 

They look right at the sign and shrug their 
shoulders. 


The way Japanese find their way around Tokyo is by a 
stream of phone calls. 

You get the phone number of the place you are going. 

You give the taxi driver 10 yen. He phones. Gets general 
directions and, usually, stops at a police box when he gets in 
the area. 

Tokyo is districted and sub-districted. 

Houses are sometimes numbered. But they are numbered 
in the order they were built: The first house is No. 1, and 
60 On. 

“But if a house is burned down,” said the Japanese, ‘‘the 
new house does not take the number of the old house—even 
if it was No. 1. The new house takes the next number in 
order.” 

This makes for entertaining days—every drive is by new 
routing. And if you do not learn Tokyo, you see a lot of inter- 
esting country. 


In the last few weeks, the City Council decided to 
name 30 streets on a trial basis. Hoping that Tokyo 
Japanese would be entranced by this odd Western 
custom and learn them before the Olympics. Unior- 
tunately, the streets they chose to name were some 
already somewhat known by Occupation names. They 
gave them NEW names. Ginza has become Chuodori 
—a fact known only to the Almighty and the City 
Council. 


“‘Chuodori,” I told the taxi driver. He looked quite blank. 

“Ginza, so, ne?” I said. 

“Ah, so,” he sighed in a relieved way. 

The customary way to get somewhere that you know 
(without phoning) is to give the district first. (Sub-districts 
don’t seem to mean a thing. Except to the mailmen, who 
learn the route by heart.) 

Then give the name of a landmark. Bridges are excellent. 
Tokyo is full of bridges. 

“Akasaka” (district). ‘““Benkei family bridge—near that.” 

Arriving at this point, you talk your driver in to a blind 
landing. 

“Migi!” (Right.) “‘Hidari!” (Left.) ‘“Musugu!” (Straight 
ahead.) “Koko!” (Here.) 

And so, with a little bit of luck, you’re on the street where 
you live.

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She Found Turkish Children Don’tHave Toys Bridge 


Dr. Teresa Vietti Served 6 Months in Ankara Hospital Under St. Louis-Trained Doctor

EACH YEAR American par- 

ents spend millions of dollars 
on toys for their children. But 


in Turkey children are less for- 
tunate. 


“Many Turkish children have 
only a stick or a scrap of cloth 
to play with,” said Dr. Teresa 
Vietti who recently returned to 
this country after serving for six 
months as visiting pediatrician 
at Hacettepe Children’s Hospital 
in Ankara. “The idea of child 
development through play with 
various toys is almost unheard 
of for the simple reason that 
the children have no toys.” 


Now assistant professor of 
pediatrics at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, Dr. Vi- 
etti said that many children 
brought to the hospital in Ankara 
saw toys for the first time when 
volunteers recruited from the 
colony of 5000 # Americans 
brought playthings to them. 

Three of Dr. Vietti’s six 
months at the Hacettepe Chil- 
dren’s Hospital were spent as 
consultant to the malnutrition 
ward and the other three as 
consultant to the infectious dis- 
eases ward. 


“The Turkish population in 
general lacks sufficient food and 
the children suffer from lack of 
milk,” she said. “Some 60 to 
70 per cent of tthe peasant fam- 
ilies exist primarily on bread, 
which has a fairly good nutri- 
tional content but a poor pro- 
tein content. Both adults and 
children suffer from this diet. 
Besides widespread malnutrition 
@mong children there is also a 
high incidence of diphtheria and 
tuberculosis due to poor sanita- 
tion and the lack of routine train- 
ing of the people in sound health 
practices.” 

Dr. Vietti said the Turks love 
their children deeply but neglect 
them through ignorance. 


“There is no routine im- 
munization,” she said, “and 
besides the prevalence of diph- 
theria and tuberculosis, there 
s a lot of typhoid and dysen- 
tery among the children. Mal- 
nutrition is not recognized as 
a disease and children are 
seldom brought to the hospital 
just because they are suffer- 
ing from severe mainutrition. 


They are brought for other 
reasons but too often it is 
the severe malnutrition that 
causes death.” 


The Hacettepe Children’s Hos- 
pital, a 200-bed teaching hospi- 
tal, receives support from the 
Rockefeller Foundation and is 
the only modern children’s hos- 
pital in the area. Dr. Vietti de- 
cribes it is a modern, well- 
equipped hospital staffed with 
doctors whose training is com- 
parable to that of doctors in the 
United States. The hospital acts 
as a training center for Middle 
East countries and the Rocke- 
feller grant enables the hospital

to send physicians to the Unit- 
ed States for specialty training. 
The hospital is associated with 
the University of Ankara. 

While at Hacettepe hospital, 
Dr. Vietti established a labora- 
tory for research in special tech- 
niques for the study of infec- 
tious diseases and trained phy- 
sicians in the techniques. Pri- 
marily a hematologist, her deep- 
est interest lies in blood dis- 
eases of children. 

During the past two years she 
has completed studies involving 
the management of iron defici- 
ency anemia of infancy; a tech- 
nique to diagnose rapidly lead 
piosoning in children, and the 


Skid Row Help for Cuban Refugees

MIAMI, Sept. 12. 

EACH DAY, young couples 
with babes in arms, elderly haba- 
neros in the twilight of life, and 
fierce counter - revolutionaries 
pour into a small downtown Mi- 
ami hotel once better known as 
a gathering place for Skid Row’s 
elite. 

The Tamiami Hotel is the first 
United States home for hundreds 
of Cuban refugees. And for some 
it is also the first experience 
with plumbing and other nice- 
ties. 

These are the uprooted Cu- 
bans, stranded in exile without 
friends, relatives, funds or a 
place to sleep. Until they can be 
processed by the United States 
Immigration Service and the Cu- 
ban Emergency Refugee Center, 
they are quartered in the hotel. 

Many have never been in a 
hotel before and this is the Ritz 
to them. Others had once been 
pampered guests at the Ritz and 
the Tamiami symbolizes their re- 
duced straits. 


Once a hangout for drunks, 
hopheads and Skid Row habitues, 
the hotel has been rejuvenated 
under its present owner, Louis 
Glasser. 

To the Cubans, Glasser is ‘‘The 
Man.” He and his wife took it 
upon themselves four months ago 
to offer a helping hand to exiled 
Cuban Jews. The program grew 
and the Glassers soon opened 
their hotel to all Cubans. 


As many as 70 Cuban refugees 
have been housed in the 100- 
room hotel in a given day. But 
the usual number of exile-guests 
runs between 12 and 35. 

“Oftentimes two are assigned 
to a room but the next morning 
six or seven others will be with 
them, al] sleeping on the floor 
on a mattress,” Glasser related. 


“I don’t say anything. I just tell 
the maid to give them more 
towels.” 

One morning, he added, 22 
“unregistered guests” walked 
out of one room. 

“Some of these people are so 
poor they have never been in a 
bathroom,”’ Glasser commented. 
“But they are proud and shy and 
would go hungry before they 
ask for anything.” 


The broke and friendless ex- 
iles are taken to the hotel by 
representatives of the four agen- 
cies working with the refugees; 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, Church World Service 
(Protestant), Hebrew Immigrant 
Aid Society and the International 
Rescue Committee. 


The agencies take turns keep- 
ing a representative at the air- 
port to assist newly-arrived refu- 
gees and collect the stranded. 


Others, picked up at sea in small 
boats, are brought in by the 
United States Border Patrol. 

The majority stay only over- 
night at the Tamiami. During 
their stay Glasser gives each a 
dollar or two for meals. 

“Some are so full of pride I 
have to go to their rooms to 
give them the money,” Glasser 
said. “I then take them to a res- 
taurant where they can get a 
lunch for 55 cents and a steak 
dinner for 85.” 

Glasser is reimbursed $2 for 
each refugee plus the meal 
money he hands out, by the refu- 
gee center. The business, if it 
can be called that, brings no 
profit to the Glassers, only the 
satisfaction of helping - someone 
in need, 

“Most of them come back to 
see me,” Glasser said. “They 
walk up to the desk and ask for 
‘The Man.’”

value of vitamin K to the new- 
born infant. 

In the near future Dr. Vietti, 
who is in charge of hematology 
at St. Louis Children’s Hospital, 
will also be setting up a labora- 
tory for the study of infectious 
diseases by fluorescent antibody 
techniques. These are highly 
specialized testing methods which 
may enable the physician to 
identify rapidly various disease- 
Causing micro-Organisms. 

She is presently involved in a 
nation-wide United States Public 
Health Service program for test- 
ing and evaluating new drugs 
for the treatment of cancer. In 
her case it is drugs for types 
of cancer which afflict children, 
such as leukemia. This is a 
long-range program, in which 
data compiled by individual in- 
vestigators in each of the medi- 
cal centers involved is, at regu- 
lar intervals, sent to a central 
committee for composite evalua- 
tion. It is hoped that this method 
will expedite the thorough test- 
ing of new cancer drugs. 

Thirty+three-year-old Dr. Vietti 
was born in Fort Worth, Tex., 
the daughter of an employe of 
an oil concern. Because her 
father’s business involved con- 
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siderable travel she lived in 
South America for five years as 
a child and she says she can- 
not 1emember when she was not 
interested in medicine. She re- 
ceived a bachelor’s degree in 
biology at Rice Institute, got her 
M.D. at Baylor University Col- 
lege of Medicine i. 1953 and 
served her internship here at 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital. In 
1958 she went to Wayne Uni- 
versity College of Medicine for 
hematology training and during 
her last year there was an in- 
structor in pediatrics. On a fel- 
lowship from the American Can- 
cer Society she took further 
training at the University of 
Texas, Southwestern Medical 
School and was an instructor in 
pediatrics there also. 


Dr. Vietti was personally 
chosen by Dr. I. Dogramaci, 
professor of pediatrics at the 
University of Ankara and chief 
of staff of the Ankara hospital, 
for six months’ work at the 
Hacettepe Children’s Hospital. 
Dr. Dogramaci received part of 
his training here at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital, 


“He is a remarkable indi- 
vidual,” Dr. Vietti said. “He 
brought the Hacettepe Chil- 


be given him for the establish- 
ment of a modern children’s 
hospital in a part of the world 
where none had existed be- 
fore.” 


Her six months’ stay in An- 
kara left Dr. Vietti with a high 
regard for the people of Turkey. 

“They are working very hard 
to pull themselves up,” she said, 
“They are very much our allies. 
They are hard working people 
and very conscientious and 
they’re interested in seing their 
country get ahead. But they 
need help. They’re bad off eco- 
nomically. Their natural re- 
sources need to be developed. 
But they are to be admired for 
what they do on such a low 
standard of living.” 

Unmarried, Dr. Vietti has an 
apartment here, where she 
cooks if one her guests 
doesn’t volunteer for the job. 
She likes tennis, swimming, 
music and reading. She has an 
identical twin sister, Ardel 
Vietti, who is a medical mission- 
ary in Vietnam, 

“My great interest,” she says, 
“is academic medicine and my 
particular interest lies in the 
field of cancer in children.”

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What Would You 
Like to See on TV? 


A CARTOON SHOWS a mother carrying a tray of food 
into a room where two children are sitting, mesmerized by 
the television set. Says the caption: ‘‘This eating in the living 
room has to stop.” 

What's funny about that? 
Nothing today but’in 1950 
it was considered a hilari- 
ous enough improbability 
that the cartoon appeared 
in a national magazine. 
So did a cartoon showing 
a couple leaving their 
burning home, rescuing 
the most cherished posses- 
sion, the television set. 
And another, a couple in 
the divorce court, asking 
the judge, “But who gets 
custody of the TV?” 

As sociologist Gary 
Steiner of the University 
of Chicago pointed out in 
showing these cartoons at 
the recent meeting of the 
American Sociological As- 
sociation, the attitude to- 
ward television has 
changed greatly within the 
last 10 years. Today it’s accepted, taken for granted as a 
necessity. The TV dinner was invented for living room eating. 
Of course you'd carry the portable set out of a burning build- 
ing. And most likely the feuding couple would have had two 
TV sets anyway. 


TV is as much a part of life as the weather and 
like the weather, everyone talks about it, often in less 
than flattering terms, while feeling powerless to do 
anything about it. A current Hooper survey conducted 
for McCall’s and Ladies Home Journal came up with 
the startling statistics that large numbers of women 
aren’t watching any daytime TV at all. 


CLARISSA START 


Before we alienate any local TV stars, we hasten to add 
the survey was based on four popular network shows. Of the 
women questioned, 80 per cent didn’t watch any of the shows 
and only 8 per cent watched one regularly. Daytime TV of 
this type seemed to have appeal chiefly to older women (over 
50) of relatively low income and limited education. 

The obvious question concerns the 80 per cent. Don’t they 
like what they’re being offered and if not, what would they 
like? The same applies to those who criticize evening TV for 
too much crime and violence. What would they like to see? 
No one would like to know the answer to this more than the 
networks. 

It's an interesting mental exercise to answer that ques- 
tion according to your own tastes. We discussed it one eve- 
ning in our living room (while not watching TV) and came 
up with some ideas. My husband would like to see more 
sports, more science (he still speaks wistfully of a cartoon 
show which explained the splitting of the atom), more popu- 
lar medical programs. 


I watch very little except news and news interpre- 
tation (and think TV does an excellent job in this 
field). I'd like to see more lady-type stuff on food, 
fashions, home furnishings, child care. And if there 
were a weekly travelogue on foreign countries | might 
even eat my dinner in front of the TV set. I don't 
know what I'd like in place of the present escapist 
dramas, most of which scare me or bore me. Just 
something better. Not necessarily “Hamlet” every 
night but something better. 


What would you like to see? Have you ever written a 
letter to a statign, network or sponsor expressing your views? 
Or even expressed disapproval of those you don’t like? Unlike 
the weather, you might be able to do something about it. If 
the 8) per cent of the daytime non-viewers got together they 
could work more miracles than the soap commercials.

NOT SO LONG AGO, many 
men went through life boasting 
that they “never owed a cent.” 
They paid cash for everything 
they bought. They thought it 
was a sign of weak character 
if a family mortgaged its home. 
They: lived by the slogan of old 
New England: “Pay as you go— 
or stay home.” 

Few persons could make such 
a boast today. We live in an 
Age of Credit. Rare is the home 
without a mortgage. Rare is the 
family without a charge account, 
rare the couple who has not 
bought an appliance on the in- 
stallment plan. 

Almost everyone recognizes 
that credit, wisely used, can be 
beneficial. It can greatly aid 
you to achieve a happy life. It 
can help you to reach a higher 
standard of living than has ever 
been possible anywhere. 

Credit has made America the 
world’s greatest nation of home- 
owners. You need only a small 
down payment and a steady in- 
come to buy one. Thanks to lib- 
eral credit terms, you can pay 
off your mortgage like rent. 

Credit has put the nation on 
wheels, has made us the most 
traveling people on earth. Most 
new automobiles on American 
roads are sold on the install- 
ment plan. 

Credit is like many other 
things in life—fine in its place. 
But it can be abused. And when 
that happens, it can drag you 
and your family into misery. 

Accept the fact that credit is 
a service you must pay for. You 
will then be better able to de- 
cide when this extra cost will be 
justified. 

I asked dozens of credit 
authorities to list when it is 
O.K. to buy on credit. Their 
consensus is: 

When you buy something that 
will provide a distinct advantage 
and will last for years. Your 
children might be grown by the 
time you could buy a house for 
cash. Many labor-saving ap- 
pliances also fall into this cate- 
gory. 

When it is a necessity, not a 
luxury. If a member of your 
family needs urgent medical care 
now, it does not make sense to 
wait “until you can afford it.” 
If you live in the suburbs, far 
from public transportation, shons 
and churches,’an automobile you 
can rely upon is probably also 
a requirement. 

When the convenience of credit 
is worth more than it costs. For 
example, you may wish to order 
from a grocery store which will 
deliver, and bill you later. A 
store may have a sale on a cer- 
tain item which you need and 
which will be difficult to obtain 
later. By buying now—on credit 
—you may actually save a great 
deal of time and money. 

When it costs no more to 
charge it. Most people run a 
regular bill with their milkmaa. 
His price would be the same 
even if they climbed out of the 
bed at dawn each day to pay 
him on delivery. Doctors and 
dentists generally say they 
charge the same whether you 
pay now or later. 

When your charge account 
helps your tax records. The ex- 
tra cost of certain credit ac- 
counts may be more than offset 
by the record-keeping service re- 
ceived. 

When it is the only way you 
can save regularly. Some decide 
to leave their savings intact 
when they make major purchases 
and pay in monthly installments. 
They pay more this way, but it 
enables them to save the amount 
they would otherwise have taken 
from their accounts. 

You should not take on new 
installment commitments un- 
less— 

1. You have a steady job with 
good prospects of wage in- 
creases. 

2. You have considered how 
the total price tag on the goods 
fits into your budget, not just 
the monthly payments. 

3. You don’t expect any other 
major expense in the near fu- 
ture. If your wife is expécting 
a baby in the next few months, 
it’s not the time to buy a new 
TV set!

You may not realize it, but 
a company in your locality 
knows more about you than 
you probably imagine. Quite 
likely, it has a complete bi- 
ography — where you were 
born, jobs you have held, 
where you live, how much rent 
you pay or how much your 
house is worth. And most im- 
portant, it probably knows 
how you have used your cred- 
it in the past—whether you 
pay your debts promptly and 
in full. 


This company may have a 
name like “Central Credit 
Bureau” or “Central Credit .-Ex- 
change.” Few merchants in 
these credit-conscious days could 
operate without it. 

Thanks to the local credit 
bureau, a merchant need only 
go to the phone for a _ con- 
fidential report about you. 

The existence of such an in- 
tricate set-up of efficient bureaus 
means only one thing to you 
as a consumer: If you ever hope 
to obtain credit anywhere, keep 
your credit rating high. 

If you get credit from a store, 
one of these plans will generally 
be used: 


A REGULAR CHARGE AC- 
COUNT. On its face, this is a 
convenience for the shopper 
and does not cost anything extra. 
You buy what you want, are 
‘billed at the end of the month, 
and are expected to pay within 
30 days. Its greatest advantage 
is convenience: You can shop 
quickly, need not wait for 
change, or fill out papers, and 
you need not carry large sums 
of cash on your person. Do not 
use it if you have trouble mak- 
ing ends meet, if you are going 
to make heavy purchases, if you 
are in debt, or if you are in 
easy spender. 
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EXTENDED PAYMENT 
PLAN. A store may give you a 
longer period to pay than it 
allows on a straight charge ac- 
count. Use such a plan if you 
want to avoid a large bill at the 
end of the month. Another ad- 
vantage is you can take advan- 
tage of sales, even though you 
do not have cash in hand at the 
time of a sale. There are some 
disadvantages. You may pay a 
service charge if you take more 
than 90 days to pay, and you 
may have to make a down pay- 
ment. 


REVOLVING CREDIT: A 
store may decide to grant you 
a credit of $500, meaning that 
you may charge any amount up 
to that sum. Each month, you 
pay on the account—perhaps a 
sixth of what you owe. This form 
of credit may lead to wasteful 
buying. 


INSTALLMENT PAYMENT 
PLAN. This plan enables you 
to have things for which you 
might otherwise have to wait 
years. Payments are made 
easier by stretching them over 
a long period of time. It might 
be called ‘forced budgeting’’— 
an aid to nonbudgeters. The big 
disadvantage of installment buy- 
ing is that it may tie up a por- 
tion of your income for a con- 
siderable period. The future 
payments may be needed for 
other unforeseen needs. You may 
also be tempted to buy expen- 
sive things that you do not real- 
ly need, 

Instead of using the store's 
credit facilities you can also 
borrow the money needed to 
make the purchases at various 
lending institutions. 

Here are the most common 
types of loan you can get: 


SAVINGS LOANS. You may 
obtain these at the savings and 
loan association or bank where 
you maintain a savings account. 
Why borrow money when you 
can take the cash out of your 
savings account? If you could 
be sure that you would pay back 


Ten Commandments for Borrowers 


HERE ARE “Ten Commandments” recommended by the 
Credit Union National Association for all who seek to borrow 


money or buy on time: 


1. No matter what interest rates are quoted, find out what 
the credit or loan will actually cost in money. 

2. Before you sign any papers, make sure all the figures 
are entered correctly. Don’t leave any blank spaces to be filled 


in later. 


3. Question all insurance charges. 
4, On installment purchases, you may owe the payments to 


some other firm, not the dealer.

Find out who it is, and if it 


5. Read the note or contract to see what penalties are 
imposed for late payments. This is where many dishonest 


lenders make money. 


6. See if there are any other extra charges specified in 
the note or contract. Don’t skip the fine print, or you may be 


sorry. 


7. Read what is said about repossession in a time-payment 


contract. 


8. Understand clearly what security you are giving. 
9. Make sure you do not sign away any of your legal rights 
or guarantees, such as the right to refuse merchandise which is 


not as promised. 


10. See if there is a provision for a refund of interest or 
carrying charges if you complete the payments ahead of 


schedule.

do so. But most persons need a 
spur to make them save. 


INSURANCE LOANS. Most 
policies, except the straight term 
type, have cash surrender values 
—amounts you could receive if 
you discontinued the policy. Us- 
ing your policy as security, your 
insurance company will lend you 
a sum no greater than this cash 
value. 


COLLATERAL LOANS. Most 
banks will lend at relatively low 
rates if you submit stocks or 
other assets which they could 
turn into cash if you failed to 
pay what you owe. 


CONVENTIONAL BANK 
LOANS. If your credit rating is 


good, you may be able to borrow 
for periods up to five years for 
home improvement or persona! 
needs. Loans of this type may 
be made on your own signature 
or you may need co-makers who 
promise to make good if you de- 
fault. 


CREDIT UNIONS. These are 
co-operative thrift and loan as 
sociations in which savings of 
members are used to provide 
others with low-cost loans in 
time of need. 


What if you get into a credit 
jam and find yourself over- 
whelmed with bills you can’t 
pay? There is only one thing to 
do: Frankly tell your creditors 
that you have over-extended 
yourself — and let them know 
that you intend to do the best 
you can.

Never ignore your creditors’ 
request for payment. Try to pay 
something, even if you only pay 
part of what you owe. If you owe 
on a bank loan, at least pay the 
interest. Never let conditions 
reach the point where your 
creditors go to your employer 
with a court order directing that 
he turn your wages over to them 
in order to pay your debts. | 


A basic point to remember: 
Few money-lenders want to per- 
secute the person who has got 
himself into financial hot water. 
They would rather deal with you 
pleasantly and stretch a point 
to help you get out of a jam. 
But you have to show them that 
you fully intend to pay.

This last two or three days, with considerable 
belching and nausea.

The composition of sewer gas is very complex— 
different kinds, different mixtures. But I do not know 
of any which would cause these periods of iliness to 
recur after you have gotten rid of the sewer gas. 

In passing, I might mention the types of sewer 
gases that we need to guard against. One is methane, 
which is explosive but not poisonous. 

The other injurious gases most frequently encoun- 
tered are hydrogen sulfide (“rotten egg” odor) and 
gasoline vapor. With these, the smell naturally gives 
plenty of warning. Both are toxic. 


However, there is a dangerous one that has no smell at all, 
and for that reason is too often overlooked—and thus does far 
more harm than the worst of sewer gases. 

This is carbon monoxide. Even in fairly small doses it is 
deadly. In tiny doses it can make people ill—and sometimes 
it is only by sheer luck that we find out that the person who 
is “‘sick all the time” is the victim of monoxide in the home. 


In a case like today’s, | wonder if perhaps there 
isn’t a hot water heater, incinerator, washer or re- 
frigerator that is giving off monoxide which is not 
carried outdoors through a proper vent, 

It would be wise to ask the city health department 
to make an inspection of the premises,

Let’s remember that unless there is a proper vent, the | 
monoxide peril can occur in anything that burns fuel, whether | 


gas, coal, wood, oil, gasoline, rubbish or paper.
